Respecting Maximum Prices of Fuelwood in Cochrane area in 
the Province of Ontario 


Pursuant to authority conferred by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, it is 
hereby ordered on behalf of such Board as follows: 

Fuelwood Order No. 64 is hereby revoked and the following substituted in part 
therefor :— 


1. For the purposes of this Order, 
(a) “Cochrane area” means and includes that part of the district of Nagi 
in the province of Ontario 
(i) lying to the north of the northern boundary of the townships of Gowan 
and Waiker and townships between and within ten miles of that part of 
the Timiskaming and Northern Ontario Railway from said boundary north 
to and including the town of Cochrane; 


(ii) lying within ten miles of the main line of the Canadian National Railway 


from and including the town of Hearst on the west to the Ontario-Quebee 
boundary on the east; 


(b) “cord” means a quantity measurement of fuelwood, containing 128 cubic feet 


of stacked fuelwood, except in the case of loosely packed millwood 16 inches 
and under in length a “cord” means a quantity measurement containing 168 
cubic feet. 


2. Every sale and ofone for sale to a consumer of fuelwood, shall be by cord 
measurement only.

(a) furnish to the consumer an invoice showing separately, 

(i) the kind and length of fuelwood sold; 
(ii): the quantity sold and delivered ; 
(iii) the price paid or payable; and 
(iv) the date of sale and delivery. 

(2) The seller shall retain, and keep at ‘his place of business a duplicate of each 
invoice and have it available for inspection by any authorized representative of the 
Board at any time within one year after the date of delivery. 

11. Every person who sells or offers to sell fuelwood to consumers shall post up and 
keep posted up in a conspicuous place at each place of business where he takes orders 
for or sells fuelwood, a price list showing the prices at which he sells or offers to sell 
the same, and shall file a copy of such price list with the Wood Fuel Administrator, 
Ottawa, Ontario, within two weeks from the effective date of this Order and within 
two weeks from the time such person makes any alteration in his price list of fuel- 
wood. 

12. Every advertisement offering fuelwood for sale to consumers shall contain 
ithe full name and address of the person who offers the same for sale. 


13. This Order shall be effective on and after the 7th day of August, 1943.

paid by him for delivery shall be deducted from the price at which the fuelwood is 
sold.

8. (1) Every person who sells fuelwood to a consumer shall on each sale furnish 
to the consumer an invoice showing separately, 
(i) the kind and Jength of fuelwood sold; 
(ii) the quantity sold and delivered; 
(iil) the price paid or payable; and 
(iv) the date of sale and delivery. 
(2) Tihe seller shall retain and keep at ‘this place of business a duplicate of each 
invoice and have it available for inspection by any authorized representative of the 
Board at any time within one year after the date of delivery. 


9. Every person who sells or offers to sell fuelwood to consumers shall post up 
and keep posted up in a conspicuous place at each place of business where he takes 
orders for or sells fuelwood, ‘a price list showing the prices at which he sells or offers 
to sell the same, and shall file a copy of such price list with the Wood Fuel Adminis- 
trator, Ottawa, Ontario, within two weeks from the effective date of this Order and © 
within two weeks from the time such person makes any alteration in his price list 
of fuelwood. 


10. Every advertisement offering fuelwood for sale to consumers shall conjtain 
the full name and address of the person who offers the same for sale. 


11. This Order shail be effective on and after the 7th day of August, 1943.

Administrator, it is hereby ordered as follows:— 


Interpretation 
1. For the purpose of this Order 
(a) “fuelwood” includes millwood, cuttings, edgings, blocks and slabs; “ 
(b) “sell” includes an offer to sell; 


(c) “wholesaler” means a person who has been authorized in writing by the 
Timber Administrator to act as a wholesaler of fuelwood. 


Sale of Fuelwood 
2. No person shall sell fuelwood except in cords each comprising 128 cubic feet 
properly piled or in a fraction of such a cord; or, if the fuelwood is 12” or under in 
length, ’ 
(a) in cords each comprising 128 cubic feet of such fuelwood sprenesyy piled or 
in a fraction of such a pore or 
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(b) in cords ‘each comprising 164 cubic feet of such fuelwood loosely packed — 


or in a fraction of such a cord. 
However, less than a quarter cord of kindling may be sold on the basis of :— 

(i) 2800 pounds of Poplar kindling, as the equivalent of one cord. 

(ii) 2900 pounds of Spruce kindling, as the equivalent of one cord. 

(iii) 3000 pounds of Jackpine kindling, as the equivalent of one cord. 


Maximum Prices for Fuelwood Loaded on Trucks or Railway 
Cars or Piled at Cutting Area or Roadside 


3. (1) The maximum price at which any person SLA a-wholesaler may sell 
fuelwood in the Province of Saskatchewan loaded on trucks or railway cars at the 


railway loading point nearest by road to the land from which the fuelwood was cut — 


is set out in Schedule “A”. 


. (2) The maximum price at which any person except a wholesaler may sell 
fuelwood in the Province ‘of Saskatchewan piled at the cutting area or at the railway 
loading point or at any point between the cutting area and the railway loading point 
is the price per cord fixed by Subsection (1) for the railway loading point nearest 
to the land from which the fuelwood was cut, LESS an amount equal to,the cost 
of transporting a cord of fuelwodd to that rallwey. loading point and loading it on 
trucks or railway cars. 


(3) The maximum price at which a wholesaler may sell fuelwood in the Province 
of Saskatchewan loaded on trucks-or railway cars at the railway loading poimt nearest 
by road to the land from which the fuelwood was cut or piled at the cutting area 
or at the railway ioading point or at any point between the cutting area and the 
railway loading point shall be the price per cord at which any other person’ could 
have sold that fuelwood PLUS the sum of twenty-five cents (25c). 


Maximum Prices Delivered on Sales to Consumers 

4. (1) The maximum price at which amy person may sell fuelwood delivered to 
the premises of a consumer in the area described in Schedule “B”, “C”, “D”, “KE”, 
“F” or “G” is set out in the Schedule in which that area is described. 

(2) The maximum prices for half and quarter cords set out in Schedules “B”, 
“C”, “D”, “KE”, “F” and “G” shall only apply when a half or quarter cord is ordered 
by the consumer and delivered at his request. For all other fractional quantities 
and in all other cases the maximum price shall be in proportion to the cord price, 


except in the case of kindling sold in quantities of less than a quarter cord, provided 


for in Section 6. 


Maximum Prices Not Delivered on Sales to Consumers 


5. When the consumer provides transportation for the fuelwood from the dealer’s 
yard or the railway point of destination the maximum price at which any person 
may sell fuelwood to a consumer in an area described in Schedule “B”, “C”, “D”, 
“RB”, “F” or “G” is the price fixed by Section 4 of this Order for that area LESS 
Fifty cents per cord on the sale of 1 cord or more; Twenty-five cents on the sale 
of one-half cord or a quantity between a half cord and a cord, and Fifteen cents on 
the sale of a quantity under one-half cord.

(d) the date of delivery; and 

(e) any and all charges for and incidental to the sale and delivery. 

(2) No person shall make any charge for, or incidental to, the sale or delivery

(3) One copy of the invoice shall be delivered. to the purchaser at the time of 
the delivery of the fuelwood and one copy shall be kept on file by the seller for 
inspection by the Timber Administrator. 

Advertisement 

9. A person selling fuelwood in the Province of Saskatchewan must keep a copy 
of the Schedules to this Order on display at his place of business in a position where 
they can be readily examined by customers, and any change in prices approved 
by the Administrator must be put on display within 14 days after the effective date 

of the change. Any advertisement offering fuelwood for sale must contain the full 
name and address of the seller. 
Charges for Services 


10. Customary charges for specific service established by local trade practice may 
be maintained when ordered by the consumer. However the charge for 


(a) resplitting fuelwood, other than kindling sold by weight, to kitchen stove size 
shall not exceed the rate of one dollar per cord; 


(b) resplitting kindling sold by weight shall not exceed the rate of five cents per 
hundred pounds.

(g) “screenings” means the refuse matter left after sifting charcoal over a screen 
or sieve which has a mesh or perforations 1 of an inch im size;

Effective Date. 


1. This Order comes into force on’ December 5, 1945, and fixes maximum prices on, ~ 
and otherwise regulates, sales of fuelwood on Vancouver Island in areas not covered ~ 
by Fuelwood Order No. 90. 


Definitions.

(a) “bushwood” means wood cut for fuel from trees standing or fallen and which 
is not a by-product of a lumber mill operation; ;

* properly piled; however, a cord of loosely packed fuelwood, 16 inches in 
length and under, must contain 168 cubic feet; 


(c) “imported millwood or sawdust” means millwood or sawdust produced outside - 
the area in which it is sold and delivered and which area is described in a 
Schedule to this Order; 


(d) “fuelwood” includes millwood, bushwood, sawdust and hog fuel; 
(e) “greem” referring to millwood or bushwood means not seasoned dry; 


(f) “millrun” referring to millwood means unsorted millwood including slabs, 
edgings and inside wood as it comes direct from the mill; only inside wood 
from planer mills may be sorted from fuelwood sold by mills as “millrun”;

“piled” shall mean the placing of wood neatly in a pile, in which the pieces of 
wood are placed parallel with each other; 


(g 


(h) “seasoned dry” referring to millwood or bushwood means millwood and 
bushwood that has been stacked or piled and stored for at least ninety days 
between March 15 and August 15 in any year and also includes millwood 
which has been kiln dried; 


(z) “stacked” as used herein shall mean the placing of wood in a random stack, 
without order or arrangement; 


G) “sell” includés “offer to sell”; 


(k) “unit” is a quantity measurement of sawdust or hog fuel containing 200 cubic 
feet so loaded that settling on transportation will not reduce the measurement 
under the full capacity of the container and-the number of cubic feet of 
sawdust or hog fuel delivered in the seller’s container when so loaded to 
capacity shall not be deemed to be greater than the inside capacity of such 
container in cubic feet. . 


Sale and Delivery. 


3. (1) All sales of millwood and bushwood must be by cord measurement and 
of sawdust and hog fuel by unit measurement. 


(2) No person shall deliver millwood or bushwood 16 inches in length or under on 

a basis of 168 cubic feet to the cord in a box container unless the container is filled 

with millwood or bushwood up to the limit of its capacity when levelled off at the

(3) No person shall deliver sawdust. or hog fuel except: 

(a) in sacks containing 9 cubic feet each; or 

(b) in a box container, in which case the container must be filled-with sawdust or — 
hog fuel up to the limit of its capacity when levelled off at the top, or if the: 


container is divided into compartments, each compartment delivered, must 
be so filled. 


(4) Every seller who delivers fuelwood in a box container shall constantly have 
uinted on at least one side of each such container in legible letters of not less than 
x inches in height the name and address of the owner of the vehicle and : 


(a) if the container is used for the delivery of bushwood or millwood, the capacity 
of the container expressed in cords of 168 cubic feet and fractions of such a 
cord, and if the container is divided into compartments, the capacity of each 
compartment; and 


if the container is used for the delivery of sawdust or hog fuel, the capacity 
of the container expressed in units of 200 cubic feet and fractions of such a 
unit, and if the container is divided into compartments, the capacity of each 
compartment.

7. (a) Every person who sells or delivers fuelwood shall prepare an invoice in 
duplicate for each such sale or delivery, showing therein: 


(i) the name and address of the seller and purchaser; 

(ii) the kind and quantity and length of each kind of fuelwood sold; 
(iii) the price per cord or per unit and the total price charged; 

(iv) the date of delivery; ; 


(v) the amount of any service charge made pursuant to this Order or otherwise 
authorized; 


(vi) if the wood is bushwood or millwood, the Jength thereof and whether the 
wood is seasoned dry or green. 


(b) One copy of each invoice shall be delivered to the purchaser at the time of 


the delivery of the fuelwood and one copy shall be kept on file by the seller ‘ 


for inspection by any authorized representative of the Board.
